Waiblngton. September 1.— "MlUlona 
for mlnei And tnbinarinei to protect 

our coastB, bill niil ii cent for battle

uttered by Houae Leader Kitobln to 
the protram of Prcnldpnt Wilson for 
a rebabiltation of the nation s do 
feneei. 

Senator Kern declared that hia state 
and the middle west generally would 
not stand for anything like a half- 
blllioa appropriation, but would in* 
aiat upon very little more than the 
usual prop'trai ioti for the support of 
the army and uavy which he said wae 
already totaling a Urge aam annually 

While thf Prrsldoiit will not ask 
for any such huiu as a half-billion 
dollars, his recomnicndations will In- 
TolT* aa expenditure largely in ex 
eeaa of what Congress has been in 
the habit of providing and bo large 
that the question of how to raise the 
rcvwiue with which to prorlde It will 
bi'come a Borlous problem. One of 
the President's closest advisers said 
that the Pfeaident does not think the 
internatloiMtl ■ttuatlon has so cleared 
up that the United Btatos should place 
its chief reliance on its isolated post 
tlon alone. His careful study of the 
history of the countries now at war 
haa taught him the frightful li sson of 
unpreparednesB, and the President, 
this statesman said, is ready to press 
upon ConpresH with all the power he 
has the d\ily of making the country 
prepared. 

To obtain this position requires a 
large expenditure of money and the 
President l)elieves llie lime is at hand 
when the nation's purse must be loos- 
ed for that patriotic purpose. The 
Piealdenl told visitors that lie does not 
intend that this shall be considered ati 
a party question. He will appeal to 
Republicans Just as much as Demo 
crats and from Republicans he ex- 
pects to gain more than he will lose 
from the oppoaltion of the small navy 
men in Congress and the extreme pa 
cificisfa, lie will ju) iiiTsonaily bt fon 
Congress and explain the nation's 
needs and demand that he be support- 
ed in ungrudging measure.

Washington, D. C— A delicious table 
Byrup can bo made from watermelons 
uid affords to the farmer, according 
lo the fnitt*iaiee apeolalMa e( the 

I nited States Department of Agricul- 
ture, a convenient means of using the 
surplus watermelons which otherwise 
arc J Mowed to spoil in the field. Such 
syrup has been made by farmers in a 
small way in various parts of the 
miuth. and tlie Department endeavor 
cd to work out exact methods of mak- 
Inn It as a possible by-product from 
surplus melons. This syrup can be 
used immediately or can be bottled 
hut in sterilized jars and kept just as 
.b dune in the canning of frlut. It is 
I eddish brown in color, very aweet and 
w.'ii flavored and will serve most of 
ihc jiuiposes for which syrup Is used 
in the home. It has been tried with 
satirtfactory results In making ginger 
cake, homemade candy and aa a 
sweetenint and flavortag In ice 
cream. , 

As the specialists point out, while 
the juice of coiniiK-rcial watermelons 
such as the "Tom Watson," contain 
only an average of about 7 per cent 
of sugar, or less than many other 
frrit juices, the ease with which the 
juice can be pressed out partly off 
sets tho low sugar content. The meth< 
of described below calls only for uten- 

siis lound In every liousebolil: 

Olrettions Far Making Uatermelun 
Table 8yrav. 

Remove the pink flesh and seeds 
from the rind of sweet, fully ripe mel- 
ons. Crush the flesh with a potato 
masher or by running it through a 
meat chopper. Place the crushed prtlp 
and seed in cloth bags and squeeze 
out the Juice, which flows out readily. 
About five-sixths of tho pulp will 
Biiuc e/.e out as juice. About thirteen 
guliuns of the Juice will make one gal- 
lon of syrup. This amount of Julee 
can onlinarily lie secured from ten 
watermelons weigliing from twenty- 
two to twonty-flve pounds each. 

The jice is then boiled down into a 
syiu]) in an ordinary preserving ket- 
tli'. The juice boils without much 
foaming until it begins to thicken, 
when the Are should be slackened to 
prevent foaming aiui luirniim. The nd 
coloring matter in the Juice coagulates 
during boiling and part of It rises to 
the surt'ac<> where It can l)e removed 
liy skimming. Tlie remainder floats 
aliout in the Juice, forming red par- 
ticles which gather near the top. To- 
ward the last of the boiling the syrup 
must be watched constantly. If the 
iiousewife has a candy thermometer 
she should take the syrup from the Are 
as soon as it r( :u li.'s a temprr.-iture 
of 220 degrees Fahrenlieit, otherwise 
site should let It cook until a small 
trample on cooling la about as thick as 
maple syrup. 

When the boiling has finished, the 
syrup can be set aside to cool In cov- 
ered vessels or can be poured while 
hot into and aealed la oans or glass 
containers. 

Where a cider press is available the 
I lelons can be cut into pieces and ar 
langed on tho press so that the pres 
Mjre will extract the Juice of the pulp 
: t ior(> It presides the rind. The Juice 
'>t the rind is mJt so rich in sugar, and 
' xperiments with rind juice alone In- 
'icate that It la not suitable for syrup. 

To RoBove Red roloring Matter. 

if it Is deslrec! to make syrup free 
fiom red particles, start the syrup 
lioiling and when some of the coagu- 
lated matter lias been removed by 
skimming, transfer the Juice to tali 
glass Jara or other tall containers 
and allow it to settle aiid cool for a 
few hours. 'I'liis allows the red parti- 
cles to settle to the bottom. The up- 
per part of the Juice then can be pour- 
ed off and boiled into syrup.

COMPLEXMARKETINGSYSTEM 

W HOLES ALK DIHTBIBVTIOll OF 
FRriTSAND TEGBTABLB8 OFTEN 
APPEARS TO TAKE CIRCriTOUS 
ROUTE— ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 
DO HOT COUBT MABUT FABA. 
SITES-LOSSES AMD WASTES 
DISCUSSED. 

Washington.— The present abun- 
dance of fresh vegetables and fruits 
brings with It the perennial necessity 
for their rapid, economical distribution 
and for encouraging a generous and 
steady consuinption. The machinery 
for moving these food products Is com- 
plex and retail dealers are often ao- 

ci-.sed of not following closely the 
wholesale market quotations; that in 
times of glutted markets they do not 
cut prices severely and aid In a rapid 
movement from producer to consumer. 
But the responsibility for slow and 
uneconomic movement into consump- 
tive channels is dlffloult to trace. The 
large class of food dlstributora known 
as "middlemen" are often accused of 
levying, arbitrarily, a heavy tribute on 
all foods passing from tho producer to 
the consumer. The attention of the 
public baa been frequently directed to 
increased ooata of producta rather than 
service rendered. The new United 
SUtes Departmeat of Agriculture Rul- 
letln No. 267, llathoda of Wholesale 
Distribution of Flrulti and VegeUblea 

un Large Marketa, d0«l BOt indict the 
middlemeu ' aa a elaaa, although it 
points out some of the abuses In the 

trade. Aa a matter of fact, say the 
Department s speciallBts, when discus- 
sing the present marketing organiza- 
tion, economic laws would not permit 
I be long continued existence of a mar- 
ket lug agency which waa solely a par- 
asite. 

Several Important factors have con- 
tributed to the establisliineiit of many 
middlemen as necessary agents in the 
present system of marketing. Produc- 
lion durliu: the last decade has In- 
•■rcased greatly and improved emthods 
and facilities for handling the Increase 
liave been introduced. 'Keeping pace 
with Increased production has come 
I lie di inand of customers for more 
elaborate and efficient service. Sel- 
dom Is the fact considered that service 
ran become a very ex|iensive liivury 
\Mtli the widening of tlie distance b* 
tween the city and the sources of Its 
frut and vegetable supplies there has 
arisen the necessity for special agen 
> les to meet the chnnged conditions. 

Tlie present distributive machinery, 
with all its strong points and Its weak 
Tie.uses, lias been ireated of necessity 
and it has weathered the storm of 
much adverse criticism. Every part 
el tlie ('{.iintry Is now enjoying perish 
aide goods of the most rcmocc dis 
tricts. Any readjustment of present 
market practloea must be baaed upon 
the fact that some ageney must con 
tiiiue to perform the tutMstiona of tlu 
present-day middleman. 

The problems Involved In handling 
goods ilirougb a large market diffe 
greatly from those of production. Usu 
ally one man or one firm can not 
handle iKith production and distribu 
tion and succeed at both. The vast 
volume of business transacted at large 
market centers makes necessary some 
special agencies which can devote all 
their caercies to diatrlbutlon. Espec 
la liy does the machinery for efScient 
marketing become necessary when 
in risliable goods are to be liaiidled 
Commodities of this sort must be mov- 
ed rapidly, must be distributed evenly 
;ind from their very nature permit of 
lie weakness in distributive machinery 
it* tliey are to be sold at a profit. 
Some Causes of Losses aad Vfaf*tm 
With the perishable nature of al arge 
part of the fruits and vegetables mar- 
keted there must be some loss. This 
often totals higher than the fanner 
realizes. For instance, aocordtng i< 
the departmen's market apaciallata, tin 
loss on auoh oommodltlea as atrawber 
ricB, peaches and grapes sometimes 
amounts to 30 or 40 per cent before 
they reach the hands of the retail 
trade. Losses due to spoiling may be 
the result of the shipper's sending 
overripe or diseased fruit, or falling 
to give proper attention to packing, to 
loading or to bracing the packages 
in the car. Sometimes the railroad Is 
at fault. Delay In transit. Improper 
ventilation or refrigeration or nnnec- 
ncssarlly rough handling of cars may 
contribute to rapid deterioration of 
the shipment on arrival. 

The lack of proper refrigeration fa 
cllltles at distributing centers is a 
cause of much loss. When produce 
moves slowly, there Is often much 
spollaga before complete sales oan be 

made. Rou^h handling during unload 
lag or carting is anotlier important 
cause of loss. As a matter of fact, the 
opportunltlea for losaao duo to the 



spoiling of coiiinioditleB are so mani- 
fold that It la impossible to enter Into 
a complete dtpousalon el them. 

It Is always well to bear In mind the 
really serious side of losses and 
wastes. The spoiling of a dosen can- 
taloupea, a baaket of grapen or a crate 
of Btrawberrles repreas a ta an absolute 
loss to the community. No benefit ac- 
crues to producer, dlatrlbutor or con- 
sumer from auoh a condition. The 
loss occurring at this point must be 
borne by both producer and consumer, 
and In a great many oases the distri- 
butor must bear his part of the bur- 
den. The department'a specialists 
think in many cases losses and 
wastes are entirely too heavy a tax 
on food dlatrtbatlen and that the ollm- 

itiatlon of unnecessary wastes would 
do as much toward effecting perma- 
nent, aubatantlal eeonomlai la nar- 
ketlng and distributing as any read' 
justment of present marketing meth< 
ods could do. The fact that a large 
percentage of these losses can be 
avoided by proper grading, packing 
and shipping, together with prompt, 
efflcent handling while the goods are 
in proeeaa of dtatrttmtkm. make It 

Imperative that tbis SVbJect should be 
given special coaaidaratlon by those 
interested la the afllolaat narkttlnt of 
farm crops. 

A better understanding by the farm' 
er of the complex marketing machiU' 
ery. would enable him to Intelligently 
choose between the many channels 

through which his fruits and vege 
tables aright be marketed. The new 
bulletla alma to make elear lo the lay 

man the rather intricate machinery of 
the market and deals with methods of 
rreelving, inspection, rejections, ter- 
minal distribution and sales methods, 
the broker, auction sales, carlot

It Is not surprising that the Demo- 
cratic press of the country has little 
to say about "prosperity. " other than 
that due to the war. With a few ex- 
ceptions. Democratic editors , like 
most other editors, are intellectually 
honest.

as good as It was under Uciiubllcan 
administration. Until that cau be 
rrcven, the OsBMiera^ eilter will be 
Hi lent on the results of Democratic 
tariil legislation. All of them will be 
silent except the few to whom false 
hood la nore attraetlve than the 
truth.

Stanley Basin, Idaho, Is typical of 
nuniorouB pioneer setdements In the 
west, which, in the aggregate, mean 
nnich to the growth of the entire 
country. There are some 200 perHons 
ia Stanley Basin — homesteaders, min- 
ers, tourists—all having business with 
the outside world and all desiring to 
receive newspapers und letters with 
reasonable frequency. But in this 
way they are handicapped. Says the 
Wood River (Idaho) Times: 

"Tiiere had always been a mail serv- 
ice between Stanley Basin and Wood 
River since the early days. But last 
year tho parKlmonlous poKtmaslcr 
general, unwilling to pay the |l,uuu 
per annum asked for the servloe, dis- 
continued It. The Bottlers hope to 
have the service restored." 

Urged by that truly American spirit 
of homebuUdlng, and encouraged by 
a government that ottered free homes 
to settlers, those people left the com- 
forts of the more thickly settled sec- 
tions of the east and went into the un- 
productive regions of far-off Idaho to 
live in rude shaoks until the product 
of toll and prlratlon enabled them to 
build houses that might properly be 
called homes. They gave up the Joys 
of personal communication with rela- 
tives and friends. ' They went far from 
llbrarlee and schools and churches and 
undertook, in tho land of sagebrush 
and coyote, to establish new commu- 
nities of ladnstrtons eltlsens In whieh 
should ultimately be founded new li- 
braries, new schools and new 
ohurehea. 

But In thus going upon the frontier 
they reposed confldence iu the main- 
tenance of those branches of govern- 
ment service which enlighten the bur- 
den of the homebnilder and bring 
some measure of cheer to those out off 
from the outside world. They were en- 
titled to believe that mall servlee 
would be continued and that each 
week they would receive letters, news- 
papers and magaalnes to make their 
secluded lives more endurable. 

Stanley Basin, Idaho, has learned 
iiy experience. There are a multitude 
of Stanley Basins all through that sec-, 
tion of the United Statee lying west 
of the MlsslsHlppI river The people 
of these remove settlements have 
friends and relatives in the oldei* com- 
munities of the east. Each and all of 
them, from motives of self interest as 
well as from a desire to promote the 
common welfare, should raise a voiee 
of protest against discontinuance of 
mall servlci! in those parts of the 
country where it Is desired that new 
homes shall be bulH aad new aerea of 
cultivated soil added to our productive 
area. The policy pursued by this ad- 
miaislratlea can not do otherwise 
tlwa drive the bomeeteaders "back (n 
the eity. "
